The joint ¢canous of the Republican members

of Congresa the other night had especial

reference o the organization of 4 Repiablican
party in the Southern States. This looks as
if a speedy and practical politioal morganiza-
tion were expeoted in that quarter; and thoagh
it Ay b supposed to have partionlar refir-
ance to the State electlons which will soon ha
under way, it may also be basad on the proba
bility of such action in the South as will snabils
some or all of the States to participate in the
'residential campaign of next year.

The movemuont is & proper ona, and if con
ducted wisely, will result in advantage,
not only to ihe Republican party, but—what
is more important—to the people of the South
themselves. The despotism of party in the
Southern States bisfore the war was crushing,
The supremacy which the Democraoy had ae-
quired in almost every slave Stato was exer
ciserd without regard to anything but itself, |

It was Lazed on the most intolerant of insti- |
tutions, aml from that took its character,
Under it the prezent generation of Southern

volters have acguired their politioal nature
and proclivities; and there 1% danger that,
even with all the groat changes which have
tnken place in the Sounth, the traditions and
fecling of the past will again, ander new forms,
gain ascenduncy. It will require great labor
to prevent a reneweld growth of scotionalism,
of the Btate-Rights heresy, and of the political
aristooracy whose roots penctrate ao deaply
into the Sputhernsoil,  We believe it can be
ﬂ('a!nll!_‘l!“-‘llr"i eyen yet, il ]'I"'IH‘T'!_\" gset abont;
but there are a few major and minor things
which will have to be attended to bulore
cess is possible:—

1. The Republiocan party itsell will by its
own action have to be divested of all appear-
ance of sectionalism, both in action and splrit—
in other words, it will have to he thoroughly
nativnalized in all respects.  The fact that ever
since the origin of the Republican party it has
beaon confined to the Northern States, has
ungunestionably had great influence on the
wlivies it has from time to time puarsned.
Javing no support in the South, ¢ither before

Lthe war or gince its olose, it did not nesd to |
consult Bovthorn fealing, Bouthern intoresta,
or Southern idens, All of these, and even

weight with a party which proposes to control

the politieal action of a country whose Govern-
ment is constituted like onrs.

2, Those who proposs Lo undaertake the l
formation of the Republican party in the
Southern States must, above all things, avoid
anything like setting one cliss of the people
aguinst the other.  There is no greater danger
at the present time to the South than this;
and it were better for both the North and the
South that the Republican party never had
an existence in the latter, than that its action
should be of this character. 'We should like to
have Republican leaders and voters among the
Ypoor whites,”” but we should alzo like to
have them among the landed proprietors@ndd
among those who were lately Rebel oifioers
and leaders,  The party in the North drew to
itsull hundreds ol prominent Democratio
elieftaing, and tens of thousands of Demoeratic
voters; and this hisfory wmnst be repeated in
the South if the party there would hnve a
lealthy and beneticent existence, In like
mnuner, we would by no means have the Re-
pubilican organizers overlook the importance
of the vegro vote; but it should not b trentad
us Eeparate from the other vole, and, above
all, the blacks should be discouraged from
pititically antagomzing themselves  with the
dominant race.

We regard these two points as being vitally
importaot in this bosiness of organizing the
Rej ublican party in the SBouthern States.

Az o minor matter, we canuot suppose that
the Republican leaders in Congress and else-
where, who have originated and propose car-
rying on the movement, will fail to sgee the
nicessity of ceasing to indulge in any such
wholesule dennuciations of the Southern pao-
pla as we are frequently compelled to listen
to. The war upon the South is over; and if
wo desire united political action with its peo.
ple in the future, there must be a cessation of
gectional acrimony. It wmay gratify personal
l'm}liug, minister to sectional pride, and so
promise locil political victories, Buat even'in
this respect it involves danger of a reaction,
and is certuin to be a source of party weak-
nesd and disaster in the long ran.

We do
not nndertake to define the justiflable eauses
of yebellion, sines they nvolve o guestion of
degree, and therefore do not adwmit of very
exact statement, lat whatever may be the
amount of oppression which justifies armed
resistance, we cunuot see why it should make
any dillerenge, in the moral aspect of the
gquestion, whether the oppresgors be fow or
many. The majority in o republic will neve
rebel, since they have an easier and less
hoazardous mode of attaining their wishes.
When winorities rebol, they do so with the
oidds against them; and it is only a deep sense
of wrong, or a firm confidencs in the justios of
their cause, that can induce them to take the
risks. Majorities ave bot aggresates of indi-
vidual men; and as individual men may be
unjust and tyrannical, majorities ¢compozed of
such individuals may be g0 oo, The absolate
will of a majority 18 even more intolerable
than the absolute will of & wmonarch, sinee it
may ¢ongist of infinite strands of individnal
tyranny twistod togethor into one tremendons

So long as the majority, or the
govermuent whioli is their agent, respects the
limits thus set to s authority, rebellions can
nover be justitinble if the Constitution is just
and wise, But if a hot-headed and over-
bearing majority refuse to b bound by the
constitution, and erect their own will into the
supreme law, will the 7ose tell us what
would, in that case, be the effoctanl means of
tesisting oppression and redressing injustios ?
The government of an unrestrained mpjority
18 the worst of all possilile tyrannies, When
il vonstitutienal vestraints are onst off' and
seolled nt, what arve the lutlml'lljr' to do?  For
our prrt, we donot hesitate to affirm that no
people are it for republiven government who
have not in their composition a spice of the
re Tl
st if injured, is & sulutary restraint onthe
governing powsr, It was Jeflerson’s
that there oneht to be at least one rebellion
in a generation, 1o purify the politioal at

wosphere, and remind roleys of the nocessity
of moderation.

The imes’ notion that rebellion is never
justifiable under a representative Government,
i8 one of those hasty half-thoughts canght up
by looking at a subject in one of its aspects, in-
gtead of a comprehensive survey. The Fede-
rid Congtitution itsell indivectly recognizes the
right of rebellion in extreme oases. It de-
clares that *‘the I'i;,:llt of the ]n-ululo» to kl-"ll
and bear arms shall not be infringed,””  The
right of the people to bear amns impliss their
right to use arms, otherwise the guarantoe
wonld be as idle as a right to keep guns with-
out triggers, It is a good thing for the people
to haye arms in their hands to nge, in the lasgt
resort, against oppression; and it id a good
thing for Governments to know that the prople

wesess arnms of which this oze can e made,

Vhethor sany particular occasion jnstifies re-
sistanes, i3 guite a diferent question from
whether resistance is ever permissible. The
Limes; by inenleating the slavizh dootrine that
the tyranny of the majority is never to be re-
sistidd, preclades all consideration of partivnlar
grievances 08 a ground of rebellion.  If ralwl
lHon ig pever permissible in a republie, it cannol
b permissible against this or that wrong, how
ever Hagrant and intolerable,

This slavish doctring is new in American
politics, but it {2 a nutural enough corollary
trom the high-landsd aetion of the Govern-
ment dorving the last six years, All tormel
expounders of our institutions have recognized
the right of rebellion. The Federalist, for ex-
mnple, in disenssing the means of the State to
regist Fedoral encronchments, gives a promi-
nent place to physical [ roe, pod winds up in
this spirited strain of truly republican elo-
guenoe=—"Let ns not insult the free and gal-
lant citizens of Americn with the supposition
that they would be less able to defend the
right of which they wenld be in actual posses-
aiom, thin the debasesd anbjects ol
power wonld be to rescue thairs from th
hands of their oppressors. Let ns rather 10
longer ingult them with the supposition that
they can ever reduce themselves 10 the nes
Aty of making the expsriment Ly a Dblind
subaaisgion o the long train of insidions
